Fire of unknown origin caused 
jan estimated $1,800. damage last 
|night in a city-owned combination 
garage and workshop at the rear 
lof Springside House on upper 
jNorth Street. 


The brick and wood building, 
{used by the Park Department for 
housing vehicles and as a work- 
shop for playground projects, 
might have been destroyed except 
for early discovery of the fire and 
prompt action by firemen. 


Destroyed in the blaze were a 
number of carpenters’ tools, sev- 
eral lockers and the whole interior 
‘of the workshop. Structural dam-,| 
age was done to the attic joists 
and wall supports. 


_ Two Trucks Saved 


Two trucks housed in the gar- 
age at the front of the building 
were saved. One was driven out 
by Fireman Emil Marquis and the 
‘other by Park Supt. Vincent J. 
Hebert, who with his family occu- 
pies an apartment in Springside 
House. 

Mrs. Ann Jordan, a Park Depart- 
ment employe, discovered the blaze 
at 7:05 p.m. when she arrived in 
‘her car at the Springside House 
jyard. She gave the alarm to Mrs. 
Hebert, who called the fire de-| 
| partment. 

Three fire trucks responded, fwo 
from Morningside station and one 
pumper from Peck’s Road station.| 
'Two hydrant lines were used to 
‘pour water into the blazing work- 
| shop, where the blaze was cen-; 
‘tered. Firemen used ladders to 
‘enter the attic over the workshop. | 
Several holes had to be chopped in} 
the walls to get at the fire. 


Started in Workshop 


| Fire Chief Burke said the .cause 
of the fire has not been determined, 
although it definitely originated in 
the workshop. Several Park De- 
partment workers had been in the 
shop during the afternoon, he 
noted. 

Lt. Howard W. Whittemore of 
the state fire marshal’s office and 
City Wire Inspector Ezra J. Cush- 
ing have been notified and are 
checking the cause of the fire. 

Chief Burke said the loss is cov- 
ered by a blanket insurance policy 
on all city-owned property.

City athletic officials are probably wondering today why 
-something wasn’t done a few years ago to keep Art Longsjo 
from moving to Leominster. When that happened, Pittsfield 
lost one of the finest speed skaters in the country.

Closest Competition 


His closest competition came 
from 1952 Olympian Don McDer- 
mott of Englewood, N.J., skating 
for the Grossingers (N.Y.) Skating 
Club.

Each race 
was a battle between these two 
young men, but Longsjo always 
had a little extra kick on the final 
lap. 

It was a-thrilling meet, one in 
which most of the national and 
former North American champions 
extended their records, but also 


one which saw the’ crowning of a 
new senior women’s titlist. 


This honor went to dark-haired 
Barbara Marchetti of Detroit, 
Mich., as fine a racer as Pittsfield 
fans have ever seen. She  dis- 
placed national champion Pat Gib- 
son of Allis, Wis., as the top star in 
this highly competitive division. 

Miss Marchetti won the 440 and 
mile events, and was second in the 
220, 880 and three-quarter. mile 
tests. Miss. Gibson, a cute little 
blonde, won three races, and had 
she not taken a bad fall in the 
mile, would have won the trophy. 


One-Man Show 


The meet’s outstanding skater 
from the standpoint of steady per- 
formance, technique and speed, 
however, was 17-year-old Clifford 
(Jay) Hasbrouck of Newburgh, 
N.Y., who swept every event in 
the boys’ intermediate class.

The recently announced plans 
for revitalizing tennis in Pittsfield 
next summer are based on a four- 
point program, according to Bruce 
Burnham, new chairman of the 
city’s tennis committee.

Plans for complete reclamation 
of three Berkshire ponds and par- 
tial reclamation of three others in 
the county and a fourth in Hamp- 
shire County were announced to- 
day by Bill Pollack, district wild- 
life manager. The projects are 
scheduled for this summer, and 
boys from the Junior Conservation 
Camp, Beartown State Forest, 


Monterey, will aid the district wild-| 


life crew on several ponds as part 
of their fisheries management 
training. 

Ponds to be completely re- 
claimed are Greenwater, Becket, 
on Sept. 13; Benedict, Beartown 
State Forest, Monterey and Great 
Barrington, July 13; and South 
Pond, Savoy State Forest, Aug. 10.

Reclamation Explained 


Reclamation, according to Mr. 
Pollack, means that the waters are 
treated with chemical which kills 
fish only by suffocation and is not 
harmful to humans or domestic 


All dead fish will be collected. 

Partial. reclamation will ‘consist 
of shore line treatment where usu- 
ally there is a high concentration 
of pan fishes. 

The reason for the reclamation 
projects, Mr. Pollack explained, is 
to eliminate or thin down the over- 
abundant pan fishes which have 
been detrimental to ihe more pop- 
ular game fish. Fishing pressure 
has tripled in recent years, he 
added, but the productivity of the 
ponds has remained the same. The 
fishermen have shown a decided 
preference for the predator spe- 
cies (pickerel and bass) and have 
failed to harvest the pan fish. 

‘In short,” Mr. Pollack said, 
‘‘we'’re going to do the fishermen’s 
job for them.”
